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PREFATORY NOTE. 

HTHE dispersion by auction of great libraries is always attended with the 
question. Does the buying of rare books pay ? The answer is generally 
found in the sale itself. Such collectors as Mr. Brayton Ives, Mr. C. B. 
Foote, Mr. David Adee testify to the fact that rare books properly bought 
are not only a constant source of pleasure, but a profitable investment. 

The heirs of many other collectors could join in the above testimony and 
acquaint a rather incredulous public with the tact that but for the libraries 
left them they would have been almost penniless. 

The library of Francis B. Hayes, of Boston, which is now offered to the 
public, is the result of many years of patient collecting on the part of its late 
owner. A Boston lawyer with bookish tastes is not an unusual combination, 
but it is remarkable that so large and complete a library should be gathered 
by so active a man and made as symmetrical as this surely is. 

Here are books for the reader, the student, and the collector — for, strange 
as it may sound, these three are not one and the same. One is surprised in 
examining these books to note the wide catholicity of Mr. Hayes's tastes and 
to note how varied was his reading. An introduction to a catalogue should be 
brief. It is merely the bow before entering a house filled with rich treasures — 
a formality insisted upon by custom — but quite a relief when over if one is 
impatient to enter. 

This library may be divided roughly into six general divisions, as follows: 
I. Choice Monuments of English Literature ; II. Rare examples of the famous 
Presses ; III. Books on Angling Literature ; IV. Miscellaneous Standard 
Authors ; V. Extra-Illustrated Books ; VI. Americana. One need only point 
out here and there the unusual books in each of these divisions to give the 
reader a taste of the feast that is to follow upon a closer examination of its 
contents. 

In the department of English Literature the most notable books are the 
First Four Folios of Shakespeare. These have not been offered for sale 
together in the annals of American auctions, while Milton's " Paradise Lost," 
1667, genuine [first edition, and Painter's "Palace of Pleasure" rank as 
exclusively rare books — the latter printed in 1566-67. Among the other 
rarities in this department may be mentioned Bacon's " Essays," London, 
1625 ; Bailey's " Festus," London, 1839 ; Mrs. Behn's " Sir Patient Fancy,"
